i clips must be beut hsumler for the purposn

«'n«l of each, alter which they are brought 
together as well a* may he, usually retaining 
a roughness in form, if not a deficiency in 
size and strength, near the juncture of tha 
branches. 
Instead »d this tedious process, 
the iron when heated may l»e put into a 
vice, and the ends may he readily split by 
a suitable saw, which Would save much la-
